SENATOR MILLER'’S ALASKA BILL. 

Senator Miller's joint resolution, au- 
thorizing the President to declare mar- 
tial law in Alaska, has been consid- 
ered by the Judiciary Committee, and 
will be reported adversely. The com- 
mittee was of the opinion that the evi- 
dence pregented of disturbances in 
and dround Harrisburg was -insuffi- 
cient to warrant the declaration of 
martial law. The evidence was pure- 
ly ex-parte and of hearsay charucter, 
as there are no civil officials in the 
Territory competent to make a report 
upon the disturbances. The commit- 
tee feel that it will be unsafe to place 
any reliance upon the stajements of 
outsiders. The existence or troubles

WasHINeTos, May 27.—McSweeny, 
for the defense, spoke three hours 
and was answered by Bliss.

This disposed of the motion 
in the Dorsey case, and Wilson called 
up his motion in Turner’s behalf, but 
before he fairly entered on an argu- 
ment, the court adjourned, 


THE 8TAR ROUTE TRIAL. 

Merrick replied to the argument of 
Ingersoll, quoting extensively from 
authorities. The Court suggested that 
as Ingersoll had charged there was no 
one overt act sufficiently set out in 
the indictment, it would tend more to 
overthrow the argument if the prose- 
cution would point out any such overt 
act. Merrick replied that the acts set 
out were exactly the same as had been 
been judged sufficient by the Court in 
former cases and he woul 
reply to the argument, however, by cit- 
ing full authorities at present, and 
when he had an opportunity to more 
fully examine Ingersoll’s points, he 
would, if he thought best, make a fur- 
ther reply hereafter.

THE DEADLOCK BROKEN 

Wasutneton, May 27.—-In_ the

THE FILIBUSTERING IN CONGRESS. 
Republican leaders declare that the 
deadlock in the House will be brought 
to an end next week. The fiscal year 
will expire on the 30th of June, and 
by that time appropriations for the 
support of the Government must be 
made. Sundry civil, legislative, elec- 
tive and judicial and navy appropria- 
tion bills have not yet been reported 
from the committee, and there are a 
half dozen other bills pending betweeu 
the two Houses. Never, in any recent 
Congress, have the bills now remaining 
unacted upon been dis of within 
thirty days, and the Republicans see 
the necessity for securing prompt ac- 
tion on pending business. Next week 
coercive measures will be adopted. An 
amendment to the rules to prevent fili- 
bustering will be adopted in defiance 
of the wishes of the minority to inter- 
pose dilatory motions against the 
roposition to amend the rules. 
mocratic leaders say if an 
attempt is made to refuse the rights 
to offer motions to adjourn, and the 
Speaker rules that the Democrats have 
no right of appeal from his decision, a 


resolution will be introduced to impeach F. 


peaker Keifer. They say he cannot 
refuse to receive a motion for his 
own impeachment, and on this motion 
they will filibuster to the end of time. 
The fecling between the two parties is 
daily growing more intense, and lively 
times are anticipated in the House next 
week. Some apprekension is felt lest 
the Repblican quorum should be 
broken, and it is not thought there 
will be a quorum of Republicans pres- 
ent after decoration day.
